notifiable  infectious  disease  and  3  after  illness 
from  other  causes. 

Drainage.  The  drainage  to  new  properties  has  been  continued 

satisfactorily  and  generally  builders  have  endeavoured 
to  orovide  good  class  workmanship  and  materials. 
Approximately  3,000  lin .  yards  of  drains  have  been 
tested . 


Sewerage .  There  still  remains  the  question  of  sewerage  to 

certain  properties ,, name ly ,  Station  Road  and  Barmoor 
Road  which  in  the  light  of  health  and  modern  sanitary 
methods  should  receive  the  earliest  attention  and 
consideration  of  the  council.  The  further  report  on 
the  question  of  the  main  sewerage  system  should  not  be 
de layed . 

,4  a  ter  ouoply.  Throughout  the  j^ear  the  water  supply  was  maintained 

by  purchasing  in  bulk  from  the  Borough  of  Scarborough 
Corporation  to  the  extent  of  4 , 912 , 000  gal  Ions . 

The  Councils  own  supply  was  reduced  somewhat  by 
discarding  one  source  from  which  possible  contamination 
might  arise,  namely  the  overflow  from  Suf field  Ram. 
Frequent  analysis  of  the  remaining  water,  protected  as 
it  is,  shows  it  to  "be  of  good  bacterial  quality  and 
free  from  excretal  pollution  and  suitable  for 
drinking  purposes. 


I  am  informed  that  'the  new  waterworks  borehole  has 
been  tested  and  thalt  an  adequate  supply  of  water 
has  been  obtained  tlherefrom  and  the  analysis  shows  a 
high  standard  of  pui'ity,  whilst  chemically  it  is 
equally  good.  The  mew  additional  storage  and  works 
generally  will  provide  an  adequate  supply  for  many 
years  to  come.

187  Beasts,  885  sheep,  128  pigs,  3  calves, 
were  slaughtered  during  1938  within  the  Urban 
district . 

General  cleanliness  of  these  premises  is  very- 
good  and  there  has  been  no  single  case  for 
complaint . 

During  the  year  one  beast,  one  sheep  and  one 
pig  were  surrendered,  the  former  was  definitely 
a  bad  tuberculosis  case,  the  sheep  had  suffered 
injury  from  some  cause  unknown  and  the  flesh  was 
badly  contused  and  the...pig  had  inflammation  of 
lungs  and  intestines,  the-sflesh  being  infected. 

In  each  case  the  owner  surrendered  the  animals 
freely  and  each  carcase  was  destroyed. 

No  action  was  called  for  during  the  inspection 
of  these  premises. 

Regular  and  frequent  inspections  were  made  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  no  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Council  or  its  officers  was  necessary.  The  twe 
graded  farms  continue  to  be  very  good. 

The  need  for  lower  rented  houses  of  the  type 
erected  by  the  Council  in  Moor  Lane  is  still  great. 
I  understand  that  suitable  land  is  now  available 
to  meet  this  requirement  and  the  Council  should 
proceed  as  quickly  as  possible  in  this  direction. 
The  rents  of  the  privately  constructed  houses 
are  far  too  high  for  the  working  classes  to  pay., 

Seven  special  inspections  have  been  made. 

Nine  informal  notices  were  served  and  in  each 
case  the  nuisance  was  abated  without  recourse 
to  further  action. 

As  previous  iy  reported  the  North  Riding  County 
Council  officers  continue  to  procure  food  samples, 
no  communication  having  been  received  on  this 
subject .

There  was  a  marked  improvement  on  the  camping 
permitted  at  specified  farms  during  the  year  and  the 
number  of  persons  using  trailer  vans  and  tents  was 
less  than  in  1937>  whilst  the  standard  of  cleanli¬ 
ness  was  higher.  No  case  of  infectious  disease 
was  met  with  on  any  of  the  camping  sites. 


Classes  in  First  Aid  and  Anti-gas  training  were 
held  regularly  and  keen  interest  was  displayed  by 
those  attending.  The  classes  are  being  continued, 
A  course  of  Home  Nursing  for  ladies  was  well 
attended .
